5. According to Albany Police 
Manual, the Chief was within his 
proper activity to discipline Sgt. 
Zugnoni for refusal to obey the 
order to process the crime scene. 
Although the processing of fing- 
erprints is limited to members of 
the I.D, Division . . . and testi- 
mony as to Sgt, Zugnoni’s active 
assignment to that Division is in 
some conflict, he was a member 
of that division for 15 years; had 
continued to perform some func- 
tions of that division; and might 
reasonably have been considered 
as still assigned to that Division, 
lacking any specific action to the 
contrary. 

6. The Board also finds and 
notes the following: (1) Sgt. Zug- 
noni has served the City of Al- 
bany commendably for 22 years,

City of Albany Receives 


$8,662 In Special Fees 


The City of Albany has re- 

ceived $8,662 as its six-month 
share of the special fees paid by 
holders of alcoholic beverage li- 
censes, 
The payment was made by the 
state’s department of alcoholic 
beverage control which allocates 
90 per cent of all license fee mon- 
ey back to individual cities and 
counties where it is used to off- 
set the costs of police and fire 
protection, schools, highways, 
hospitals and other government 
services. The remaining 10 per 
cent goes into the state’s general 
fund where it is used for simi- 
lar purposes. 

The most recent payment was 
for the six-month period ending 
Feb, 29, 1968. Alameda County 
as a whole, including the unin- 
corporated area, received $400,201 
for the period, 

A package store beer and wine 
license costs the owner $37 with 
a yearly renewal fee of $12, A 
general on-sale tavern license 
costs $6,580 originally, with an 
annual renewal fee of $580, while 
a beer and wine only tavern li- 
cense costs $234, renewable year- 
ly for $84. 

According to Geo, W. Ososke, 
executive secretary of the Cali- 
fornia Brewers Assn., local gov- 





ernments throughout the state as 
a whole received $7,004,054 for 
the latest period which, coupled 
with the $5,055,833 received for 
the period ending Aug. 31, 1967, 





makes an annual total of 
$12,059,887. 

“These fees,” Ososke said, ‘are 
actually all paid by the consum- 
ing public in the form of higher 
retail prices. It is still another 
example of one segment of the
